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The Bishop's Sermon 


That must have been a stirring' ser- 


mon yesterday delivered by the Bish- 
op of London before a congregation in 
which the majority of the men wcro 
either millionaires-or on tftc way to 
become so. 


But the Bishop was sincere and the 


men who heard him were doubtless 
sincere, too, many of them, in the 
feelings,that inspired them to' enter a 
church at that hour, staying the rnad 
whirl o£ Wall street for. the time, to 
listen to a preacher of the Word. 
. Somehow or other one gets the im- 
pression from the dispatch that its 
writer thought the Bishop's congre- 
gation must have been hit hard by 
his words. But why? Because a man 
is rich it does not not follow that he 
is not honest with himself; that he 
does not regard "himself as simply a 
steward who.must in the end render 
account. 


This sedulously cultivated not'ion 


that a man who is rich is a criminal 
is one of the things for which we 
-must blame the yellow press. The 
journals that have been preaching this 
doctrine for many years [have not 
been sincere. T.hey have been pander- 
ing -to the- lowest order of intelligence 
and they have never; represented the 
true feeling of Americans on this 
subject. There is not an American 
with any ambition in his heart who 
does not hope some day to be wealthy, 
and this ambition is not at all a" deter- 
rent to his practising the Christian 
•virtues. As he increases his bank 
account ihe does not lower his reli- 
gion. Rather he remains the same 
Christian throughout. Because in the 
end ho may achieve riches, he is no.ne 
the less the same individual that, as 
a child, said his prayers at his moth- 
er's knee. 


So, when the .Bishop spoke to that 


vast- throng yesterday, 
his words 


struck at no one except the guilty and, 
if it was a representative congregation 
of Americans, such were few. 
The 


average American, rich or poor, 
is 


honest. He is clean-hearted. 
He is 


square with, his fellow and 
himself. 


And he can render account 
of 
his 


stewardship at any time with noth- 
ing in.that account for which ho need 
to ashamed.
